of the State of Sonth Carolinm i2 not now in |

gsession and cannot be convened in time to
mect an existing emergency. Third, The
Executive of that State **has made applioa-
tion for such part of tha military force
of the United States as may be necessary
and adeqnate to protect said State ahd the
citizens thereof © ngainst domestic violence
apd o enfore the due execution of the
laws. These stutements are of the natare
of a perfect syllogism, and the conclusion
deduced from it can only be dis-
puted by disproving the correctness of one
or more of its members. In the exercise of
bis conpstitutional power, President Grant
“‘eommands the persons composing the un.
lswiul combiuations” cowplained of to dis.
perse  within twenty days, [ailure to
do so will, of ocourse, ocoostitute an
act of rebellion agaiust the United States,
and will be dealt with accordingly.

We shall, doubtless, have the regulation
Democratic howl over this proclamation, with
its accompanying monotonons gramble from
‘‘sore-head” Iepublicans. "The majority of
the party will, we are assored, indorse the
firmness and the justice of the Execative,
The issue is a perfectly simple one, and need
be regarded with hesitation by no one.
Either the (Constitution of the United States
fmviden for no such contingency as the
‘resident alleges, or the state of affairs in
Bouth Carolina can easmly await the action of
the State Legislature; or the Governor of
that Btate has made no snch application, as
the proclamation says he has—on no othsr
grounds can its constitutionality and neces-
sity be assailed. No one will seriously call in
question either the first or the last of the
three leading statements of the nroclammation.

The great majority of the Republican party

THE INCOME TAX,

From the N. Y. Tribune,

A ocorrespondent called attention in onr
columus a lew days ago to certain changes in
the interval revenue law which the nssessors
have apparently overlooked in preparing
blavks for the income tax this year. These
changes are so important that wo may as well
point them out again, now that our citizens
are called upon for their returns, The law
of 1568 gave the Commissioner of Taternsl
Revenue authority te prescribe the form and
manner of making returns of incowme, and
under this anthority an inquisitorial examina-.
tion into the sonroes of every man's gains
and profits was put in force. but there 1s no
such authority in the present law. The
sources of income which are to be inoluded
are indeed defined by the law, but no one ia
compelled to disclose them to the assessor,
It is only enscted that every perion
lisble to the tax ‘shall make and
render & return * * * of the gross
amount of his incomse, gains, and profits as
aforesaid;” and that *‘the assistant asssssor
shall require every such return to be verified
by the outh of the party rendering it.” This
“‘return of the gross amount” is very different
from the ‘‘detailed statement of income,
guions, and profits” which the assessors are
now exacting, and the seventeen subdivisions
of the return priuted on page 2 of the blauks
for this year, as well as the fifteen vexations
quesitions on page 3, are clearly unauthorized.
As the law gives the assessor the right to in-
crease the awonnt of the retarn ‘“if he has
reason to believe that the same is under-
stated,” and the only appeal from this inerease
is to the Commissioner, many persons will
probably submit to the imposition rather than
run the risk of more serions annoyanoce; but
it may as well be nnderstood that the exami.
nation is illegal,

A still more remarkable disregard of the
alteration in the law is shown on pags fourof
the blanks, where the form of an affidavit ia
given which ‘““must be swornu and sabsoribed™
in the presence of the assistant assessor by
every person whose income last year did not
exceed %2000, and who was therefore not
liable to the tax. 'The act of 1570 is very clear
on this point. No one whose income did not
exceed $2000 is required to make any return
or statement whatever. Section 11 reads: —**[t
sball be the duty of every person of lawful age
whose gross incomwe during the preceding year
exceeded $2000 vo make and render a roturn, "
ete. That portion of the same sestion which
empowers the Assistant Assessor to estimate
the amount where returns are not mads ac-
cording to law, expresaly limits the wuthority
to the case of ‘‘any person having a gross in-
eome a8 above of izuml or more, who *‘ghall
neglect or refuse to make and render suoh re.
turn, or shall render & fulse or frandaleat ye.
turn.” Persous therefore whose gross iu.
come during the year 1570 was not over $2000
may safety disregard the assessor’s notioes,
If thereafter they shonld be assessed and taxnd
by estimate, the tax wounld be in contraven-
tion of the law, and the courts woald not
assist in its collection.

The blanks give notice, it ia true, that “ihe
form and manver of declaring * *  that u
person is not possessed of a taxable inoome”
are bed in mecordance with section 14
of Lhe sot of Jl.ll,' 14, 1870; but that sestioy
does not convey the suthority which the
Commissioner draws from it. It provides
““That any person, in his own hehalf,
such fid or agent, shall bs permitted
to declare r osth that he, or Lis ward,

bencfloiary, or principal, was not possessed of
an incowe of $2000 lisble to be assossed
necording to the provisions of this act,” or
that the tax bas been paid in another distriet.
This i8 a permissive, not & mandatory olansa,
It enables A wan whose chief incoms is
derived, for instance, from dividends of
corporations which pny the tax
in sdvance, to bhe relieved of all farther an-
noyance by swearing that his income “‘liable
to be axpesred” was not above £2000. The
Commisgsioner stretches it to mean that it
ohligen every onie whose “‘gross incoma" did
not exceed 2000 to wmeke affilavit to that
effrot before the assistnnt assessor, in spite
of the plain fact that the doty of makiog any
return at ell is expressly limited by seotion
X1 to thore whose income did excesd that
lwit, Upon the whole, however, wae are not
sorry that these nnwarrantable interpretations
bave been adopted. Anything that makes the
incowe tax wore odions mnst hasten ita re.
pesl. It bas long been regarded as of donbt-
ful constitntiouality, General Pleasonton
prononnees it unprofitable, Aod now it seams
thiat the method of its enforcement is to be
illegal, Cun anything more be done for it?
